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Remarks 

By this paper. Applicants have canceled claims 5 and 6, and amended the claims 
as follows: claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claims 5 and 6, and claim 
8 has been amended to include the limitations similar to claims 5 and 6. 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 2, 8, and 9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Defrancesco et al. (US 5,878,403); claims 3, 5-7, 10 
and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over Defrancesco et al. in 
view of "official notice" taken by the Examiner; and claims 4 and 1 1 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over Defrancesco et al. in view of VanderDrift (US 
5,455,945). Applicants respectfully traverse these rejections as they have been applied to 
former claims 5 and 6 in view of the following comments. 

More specifically, in paragraph 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner has taken 
the official notice "that the feature of the form to include vehicle licensing information is an 
old and well known type of function in the car loan art," and then uses this as a springboard 
into a finding that it would have been obvious to include this information "because one's 
driving record represents a risk measurement control for the lender." 
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
